WASHINGTON, Dec. 20—What

After the successful holding 
up and robbery of two saloons night 
before last, the police and people | 
were hardly expecting another one 
to be pulled off so quickly, and it is 
‘barely possible that the same man 
perpetrated all three. 

Last night at about 11 o’clock as 
George Burtchaell, living at 434 Ne- 
vin, avenue, was taking a short cut 


on Nevin near the 8. P. Tracks when 
a lone highwayman, masked with 
a handkerchief over the lower part 


the darkness and ordered him to 
hold up his hands, at the same time 
‘ shoving a big revolver in his face. 

Burtchaell did as he was ordered, 
and threw up botht hands, when the 
robber ordered him to keep still up- 
| On penalty of instant death, and then 
proceeded to go through all his pock- 
ets systematically and in a_ thor- 
oughly competent manner. He se- 
cupped $75 and then demanding 
silence again of his victim ran quick- 
ly toward the railroad tracks and 
disappeared in the darkness. 

Burtchaell got to a telephone as 
quickly as possible and communicat- 
ed with the police, who responded in 
a Tush and sent out parollmen all 
over ‘that section oof the city. 

In this dragnet three suspects 
were rounded up by the officers, but 
whether theye were only common 
vags or the man wanted has not yet 
been determined. None of them had 
any money on them. The search is 
still going on. The robber is de- 
scribed by Burtchaell as being a 
rather large man and dark complex- 
ioned.
